The instant application is deemed allowable because the claims are limited to a 
method of treating or a method of diagnosing a patient with cancer comprising 
the administration of an antibody that competes with the binding of an antibody 
that is produced by a hydridoma deposited with the ATCC. Subsequent 
dependent claims further define the claimed antibody by specific light and heavy 
chain sequences. The antibody which is used to treated is also defined by the 
epitope to which the antibody binds.
